Question of Strangers to 
: Bankruptoy. 
esachnsed 4 
At the. Suprome Court, this morning, 
the Qhief Justice, “Sir Francis Piggott, 
delivered an important judgment in the 
Alans case, sffecting the qucstion of 
strangera to bankruptcy proceedings and. 
dealing with the constitution of the 
Supreme Coutt, 
The Chief Justica ssid :—A motion haa 
‘een made in this caso which is practically 
“Jo set aside an assigament mado by the 
bankrupt Alans of his business to Marican, 
for certain reasons which are set out in the 
notice of motion, I say practically to set 
aside, beeause I om not quite sure that the 
motion may not tequire some amendment 
but a preliminary objection was’ taken 
by Mr Hastings on behalf of the pur- 
chaser of the business, that this Court 
Sitting in bankruptey has no jurisdic. 
gion to entertain auch a motion, and 
this question was argucd on the basis that 
tho motion was as I have described it, 
The objection stated shortly is this; That

this is a question which concerns a stranger } . 


9 the bankruptey : that the court of hank- 
raptey ab Homo has jurisdiction to decide 
such a question only in virtue of section 
102 of the Bankruptey Act of 1883; that 
section has not been introduced into the 
Colonial Ordinance No 7 of 1891, which is 
othorwise based on the English act, and 
that therefore this Cour being the 
bankruptcy side of the Supreme Court, 
The problem thus 
raised is one which I have bad tho 
greatest difficulty in solving. Section 
102 of the Homa ‘act gives’ certain 
power to the bankruptcy court, which 
is to decide ali question of priorities, and 
all other questions of law and fact which 
may orise in any case of bankruptcy, of 
which it may doom it necessary or ex- 
pedicnt to decide for the purpose of doing 
complete justice or making 8 complete 
distribucion of property, This seotion has 
bean omitted frum the Hongkong ordinance 
for reasons which are not apparent, aud I do 
not think E have the right to enquire aliunde 
as from the explanatory report made by the 
Attorney Genornl: of the time, what tho

He cannot have thought it superfluous,

He pointad out to them the mischief of 
sending Annamese students for oducation 
to foreign lends from which they return 
projudiced against the French nation, whose 
good intentions they fail to understand, 
and whose policy, which nimed ‘at the 
welfare ‘of the natives, they continually 
‘ misropresont. ‘ 

To romedy the evil, the Governor-General 
fotends to establish schools in the country 
where the education given will be so 
Ahorough that students will have no nood 
to go to Japan, to equip themeclves with 
learning for the battle of, life. In tho 
new-modelled institutions, they will reccive 
a sound schooling on lines expected to 
foster foelings of loyalty and attachment to 
the ruling Power. On Seaving schoo] thue 
qualified, posts under Government, with 
avery promiso of promotion, await them.
